In the Bible of the Roman 
Catholics the Apocryphal Books of 
Esdras are designated III and IV 
Esdras. I and II Esdras become 
the canonical books Ezra and Ne- 
hemiah. ; 

We have also many versions of 
the Scriptures besides those used 
by the Protestants. Versions are 
translations of the Bible or por- 
tions of it into various languages. 

1. THE SEPTUAGINT.—This is 
the oldest of all and is the Greek 
translation of the Old Testament 
made at Alexandria for Greek 
speaking Jews. It was begun prob. 
ably about 270 B.C. and finished 
near the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. The name is derived from 
the legend that it was made by 70 
translators. 

2. THE MINOR GREEK VER- 
SION.—By the second century A.D. 
the Jews became dissatisfied with 
the Septuagint, partly because its 
style was inelegant, partly because 
it had become the Bible of the 
Christians. New Greek versions 
were accordingly produced, not- 
ably those of Aquila, Theodotion 
and Symmachus. 

3. THE TARGUMS.—These were 
translations or paraphrases of por- 
tions of the Old Testament into the

4. THE SYRIAC VERSIONS.— 
Of the several translations made 
for Christians, speaking Syriac,— 
(the language of northern Syria 
and western Mesopotamia)—the 
most famous was the Peshitta. It 
was completed not earlier than the 
fifth century A.D. 

5. THE OLD LATIN VERSIONS 
OF THE OLD TESTAMENT used 
at Carthage and elsewhere in the 
West, were notable, in that they 
were based on the Septuagint and 
not on the Hebrew. 

6. THE VULGATE.— This was 
the Latin Version produced by St. 
Jerome, near the end of the fourth 
century A. D¢ Jerome did most of 
this work in Bethlehem. The Old 
Testament portion was based, not 
on the Septuagint, as were the old 
Latin Versions, but directly on the 
Hebrew. The name, meaning, the 
edition for the common people, 
was first used in the modern sense

Inaugural Cachets Given At 
Kentucky, Missouri Cities; 


Add Airmail Link On AM-87 


The Post Office Department offers additional evidence of its policy 
of adding efficient mail handling where possible with the announce- 
ment of two new Highway Post Office routes, both of which are to 
have an inauguration November 1. One will operate between Ken 
tucky communities; the other between cities in Kentucky and Mis- 
souri. Also in the same area will be started additional airmail service 
between a Kentucky town and another in West Virginia. For all the 
above, the Department has prepared cachets which will be applied 
to the prepared covers of collectors. Details of the official announce- 


ments follow. 
Contract Highway Post Office

Special first-trip cachets and can- 
cellation stamps will be provided 
for each of the above-named routes. 
Collectors desiring first-trip cancel- 
lations should send their covers pro- 
perly prepared with postage pre- 
paid and ready for mailing at the 
first-class rate, to the postmasters 
at the terminal cities of each 
route from which first-trip cancel- 
lations are desired. 

A clear space not less than 2% 
by 2% inches to the left on the 
address side of all covers must be 
left for application of the cachets. 

On each route the initial trip 
from the first-named to the last- 
named city will be designated as 
“Trip 1’’; the initial trip from the 
last-named to the first-gamed city 
will be designated ‘“‘Trip 2.” 

Covers for first-trip cancellations 
should be sent under cover, or 
wrapper, to the appropriate post- 
master with accompanying letter, 
or endorsement on wrapper, au- 
thorizing the holding of the covers 
for the first trip and requesting 
application of the cachet. 

No provision will be made for 
philatelic handling of covers to or 
from _ intermediate post offices 
along these routes. Covers will be 
backtamped at the outer terminus 
of the trip only upon specific re- 
quest of collectors. 

All covers intended for first-trip 
cancellations should be in the hands 
of the appropriate postmasters at 
an early date, and not later than 
October 30. Covers received after 
October 30 will be returned to send- 
er and will not be given first-trip 
treatment. 

Steps to be taken for the air- 
mail cachets are given in the fol- 
lowing bulletin. 

Effective on or about November 
3, air mail service will be inaug- 
urated at Ashland, Ky.-Huntington, 
W. Va., on feeder route A. M. 87. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Ashland and Huntington, and 
the usual treatment of philatelic 
mail will be authorized.

Double postal cafds and double 
post cards intended for return re- 
ply purposes are not Acceptable as 
first-flight covers. 

All covers should be accompanied 
by a letter authorizing the holding 
of the covers for the first flight 
and requesting the application of 
the cachet. Space approximately 
2% by 2% inches to the left on the 
address side of all covers is re 
quired for the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of ca- 
chet and postmark, and to prevent 
damage to cover or canceling ma- 
chine. 

No provision will be made for 
point-to-point covers. However, at 
request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given direc-

The American Philatelic Congress 
will hold its eighteenth annual ses- 
sions at the Statler Hotel, Wash- 
ington, D. C., October 31, Novem- 
ber 1 and 2 at which time papers 
wil’ be read and discussed by out- 
standing authors. 

The official opening ceremony of 
the Congress will be in the form 
of a reception for the officers, 
members and guests. It will be 
held at the session’s headquarters 
in the Statler Hotel at 8:30 p.m., 
on the evening of October 30. The 
philatelic papers vary in subject 
matter from the highly technical 
to genera” topics. Material will be 
shown by slides, many in colors, 
and by the use of a baloptican. 

The annual banquet will be held 
on Saturday at 7 p.m. The meet- 
ing will close Sunday with the 
Philatelic Writers breakfast. 

There will be an exhibition of 
stamps and models made by the 
Post Office Department, the Smith- 
sonian Institute and other govern- 
ment agencies. This will afford 
visitors an opportunity to view 
many rare exhibits, some shown 
for the first time. 

The American Philatelic Con- 
gress was organized eighteen years 
ago by the late Eugene Klein who 
patterned it after the English So- 
ciety. It was an endeavor to bring 
to our hobby a new spirit of re- 
search and discovery both to search 
out interesting ideas in the high- 
ways and byways of philately, and 
also to discover collectors who had 
never before written or expressed | t 
their views, and would now be giv-|t 
en an opportunity to do so. 


This goal has been accomplished. 
The Congress has published two 
hundred and eighty four articles 
about stamps, postmarks and post- 
al history, by more than one hun- 
dred and _ seventy-five authors, 
many of whom have written their 
first article for the Congress. An-

lish its eighteenth volume. All are 
original papers on philatelic themes 
and are presented by invitation.

Reported in the last analysis 
a lot of statistics upon which we 
The first item of course, is 


Now, before some mathematician 
gets all hot and bothered with fig- 
ures, we again refer to the com- 
plexity of the tally. First off—332 
people checked #3 and #10. Also 
998 checked #8 and #10. As men- 
tioned before those who answered 
#9 and then qualified their ans- 
wers —984—would then have to be 
figured in for #10. 

Along with these totals there were 
48 persons who checked only #10. 
This gives us a grand total of 2462 
persons out of 3624 who voted over- 
all, of which 3327 were used for 
our totals. Confusing, isn’t it? 

To explain our figures further, 
we shall now give a resume by 
total votes alone. We will let the 
ones who like to work with figures 
work out their own percentages. 

A total of 163 votes were cast 
for “I do not collect during the 
summer’. Along with that vote we 
find’ 332 persons crossed out the 
‘“‘not’” and voted on some other 
statement also! These 332 votes 
are scattered among the other nine 
statements. Some of them might 
be found in the 86 who voted for 
“I collect mint stamps. Too hard 
to handle in Summer”, or the 332 
voting ‘I collect but can not find 
any good buys in summer’”’. 

We could go on and on trying 
to elaborate but only making it 
more confusing. Therefore, we shall 
summarily give our final figures 
in order to get on to more con- 
crete data. 

266 persons collect only when the 
mood moves them. 

86 persons collect when they have 
nothing else to do. 

299 collect only used stamps and 
do not worry summer or winter. 

163 persons spend their money 
on vacation and have no time for 
stamps. 

998 collect only good buys winter 
or summer. (These are included in 
#10). 

Of the total 1109 voting for #9 
“Not finding anything wrong with 
the attitude of collectors or deal- 
ers’”’ 984 qualified their answers 
and also checked #10. Our tally 
sheet shows 2462 total voting for 
‘‘Give me more good buys and I'll 
buy stamps no matter what sea- 
son it is’’. 

To get away from a break down 
of figures let’s just glance back 
for a moment. 163 persons out of 
3624 do not collect during the sum- 
mer. If all reports this writer has 
read on survey works are correct, 
then we can gather that propor- 
tionately only a minor percentage 
of stamp collectors who subscribe 
to Linn’s actually put aside stamps 
according to the seasons. 

As several letters stated: “I col- 
lect during the summer and put 
my purchases away. During the 
long winter evenings, I then bring 
out my albums and work on them 
with the stamps I carefully put 
away during the summer!” , 

Others stated: ‘‘On vacation, I 
try to make my itinerary include 
several cities in which there are 
a number of stamp dealers. Ima- 
gine my chagrin upon returning 
home and getting a current stamp 
news and find a dealer’s name in 
the very city I was in and I did 
not know it!” 

The latter statement here is a 
strong selling point. If the stamp 
dealer wishes to sell stamps, no 
one will know about it, unless he 
tells them in his ads. By dropping 
his advertising in the summer, he 
is missing out on the chance of 
not only selling that plus item over 
the counter but—most of all to 
cement friendship by a personal 
contact! 

If the dealer’s advertising is 
placed in current issues he then 
is inadvertently asking for collec- 
tors to stop and see him. They 
can get his address from the ad. 
Here is a big item if only the 
dealer would realize it. 

Many dealers have given an er- 
roneous impression to collectors 
that they are only interested in 
mil order business. Too many can 
not or will not ‘take the time to 
spend a few moments with a col- 
lector. It is true a dealer can fill

counter. But, if the time is utilized 
constructively, then he has made 
a friend for a long time to come 
and a buying customer. 

Very few collectors seem to 
realize that the most valuable thing 
a dealer has is his time. If they 
did they would not spend that 
dealers’ time by bragging about 
their collection. They would seek 
advice, missing items in their col- 
lection or just plain hello and a 
short chat then goodbye. 


A dealer in turn can and does 
lose customers by curtness, un- 
civil attitude and lack of the pre- 
cepts of sociability. He can do more 
harm in five minutes of worrying 
about unfilled orders in the mail 
and his lack of attention than he 
will gain by filling an order of 
— and by-golly” on mailing 
ist. 

As pointed out in Emerson’s ‘‘So- 








cial Aims”: “‘Life is not so short 
but that there is not always time 
enough for courtesy’’. 

Leaving this report with that 
& iding remark, we shall endeavor 
to cast some bouquets, next time.

Barely a week passes but what we have some irate letter from 
gome collector who receives a card from a stamp dealer asking for 
return of or payment for some stamps sent at a previous date. 

We have in the past expressed opinions about such matters but 
get tired of rehashing the matter week 
after week and therefore will not do so. 

Any collector in the position as above 
can learn his rights quickly if he will 
take the matter up with his local post- 
master, then act in his own behalf. 

However we want it understood that 
stamp dealers are not alone in this un- 
solicited, “on approval” method of mak- 
ing sales. 

There is a U. S. Postal law which for- 
bids the sending of material which’ has 
not been asked for or ordered, through 
the mails for examination and approval 
of the prospective buyer. Stamp dealers 
we are not the only ones who violate this 

“law and if we are not mistaken the law 
was put on the books following a big 
campaign by a necktie manufacturer 
§ several years ago who literally flooded the 
country with neckties on approval. 

; In recent years there‘has arisen anoth- 

er system of selling the public and asking 
GEORGE W. LINN for their money that in our opinion is al- 
most as bad as anything that has previously been done in this line and 
that is the sending out by Veterans Groups of key chain tags with 
your automobile license number on them and soliciting a gift or 
payment in return. This is definitely unsolicited merchandise on 
approval and is perhaps only overlooked by Post Office Inspectors 
because of its source. 

Besides the Veterans Organizations we are also plagued by 
hundreds of Charitable Organizations who practice the same routine, 
This latter practice has become so thorough that we frequently re- 
ceive a letter of solicitation with a sheet of seals of some nature at 
our office address and then when we get home in the evening we 
also find a similar letter with a similar sheet of seals at our residence. 

Surely these solicitations are nothing else than sendings on 
approval for the recipient is expected to accept and pay for them or 





to return them, just as the stamp dealer who sends stamps on ap- | 


proval expects the recipient to either buy some of the stamps or 
to return the lot. 

For our part we have as a rule been rather liberal minded in 
handling such things in the past. We have bought this sheet of 
we and that sheet of seals and usually sent a dollar bill for the 
sheets. 

Now that the racket has developed to a point where they catch 
us both going and coming, at our office and then at home, with 
solicitations from the same organization or foundation, it seems about 
time to quit. Our trouble seems to be that we got our name on too 
many sucker lists and the only way to get it off of such lists is to 
ignore the material for a few years until the name is removed. 

We acknowledge that these organizations are of course doing 
many wonderful things for the good of the country, but the point is 
that they appear to be breaking the U. S. Postal Laws, which if 
the same practice, when carried on by a stamp dealer, the dealer 
would soon be rounded up and warned to quit the practice. 


Speaking Of New Stamps 


It will not be hard this year for those who like to register their 
vote for the best stamp of the year to settle on the Bible stamp 
which is by far the best that has come out of Washington for many 
years past. The design is beautiful, well balanced and in a color 
that seems fitted for a stamp of this nature. How our officials ever 
let their hair down enough to give recognition to the Bible when 
there are some unbelievers in this world who might object is more 
than we can understand, but we are glad they have done it. 

If we had to pick the worst of the year’s designs we believe we 
could settle for the Mount Rushmore monstrosity which seems to be 
just a mess of engraving thrown at a small scrap of paper. One has 
to study the stamp for a moment to figure out just what it is. 

Oftentimes the cachets that come on some of the covers are far 
more attractive than the stamps and that is perhaps one reason why 
some’ FDC collectors have gone in for collecting every different 
eachet they can get on each stamp. This is indeed an interesting 
field and brings out a lot of interesting and attractive covers. 

Another field of interest in FDC are those covers with ‘hand 
drawn cachets and also with artistic addresses. One such just 
at hand on the cover with the Newspaperboys stamps is from Mr. 
Theodore Stone of Brooklyn, N. Y. It appears that Mr. Stone has 
a gift for hand lettering of an exquisite nature. The cover at hand 
has our address in three lines of the most beautiful Text lettering, 
done in three colors, Almost makes us think of the embellished 
letters that started the chapters in some of the rare old books of 
the middle ages. 

An interesting Newspaperboys FDC is also one from John L. 
(Roundy) Garland who is publisher of the Ironwood (Mich.) Daily 
Globe. Roundy has printed a facsimile of the front page of his 
newspaper on the cover as a cachet, an unusual and very appropriate 
one for this stamp. 

Thanks to the many others who have sent us covers of the recent 
stamps, including Artcraft, Artmaster, Cachet Craft, Kolor Cover, 
Flugel Covers and many others from individuals. 

This being a campaign year we are not surprised at the hand 
drawn cover from our friend Maul who pictures the Democratic 
Donkey on a Vote for Stevenson Cover. 

Post office and Philatelic jokes are few and far between but 
there was a good one on a recent Groucho Marx program. It was of 
the lady who sued a noted surgeon for opening her “male.”

Two ladies, bless ‘em, Mrs. 
Almira F. Hillman of New Bed- 
ford, Mass. and Mrs. F. M. Wil- 
helm of Topeka, Kans. have sent 
me clippings from their respective 
daily newspapers which provide 
the raw meat for a controversy. 
Their part is innocent enough in 
the matter, for each did no more 
than kindly supply the items un- 
beknownst to each other. 

Mrs. Hillman’s clip from the 
New Bedford Standard-Times has a 
head reading, ‘‘Newspaperboys 
Stamp Is Idea Of Circulation Di- 
rector Here’’. Mrs. Wilhelm’s 
piece from the Topeka State Jour- 
nal is headed, “Idea For A New 
Stamp Born Here, Issue Will Hon- 
or Newspaper Boy”’. 

Jeremiah J. Keileher, circula- 
tion manager of the New Bedford 
paper is credited with the origin 
of the idea three years ago by 
Howard W. Stodghill chairman of 
the International Circulation Man- 
agers Association National News- 
paperboy Committee. 

The New Bedford newspaper 
comments in its article. ‘“The Stan- 
dard-Times_ circulation director 
(Kelleher) communicated with Mr. 
Stodghill and prepared a list of 
Post Office and Civil Service com- 
mittee members which he sent to 
the ICMA official. With the aid of 
Harold Hult (remember this name) 
of Topeka, Kans. and Arthur 
Phillips of Anniston, Ala., Mr. 
Stodghill succeeded in interesting 
two members of Congress in the 
proposal advanced by the New 
Bedford man.” 

Harold Hult, state circulation 
manager of the Topeka Newspaper 
Printing Co. is given all the credit 
for the stamp by his paper, with 
not one other person being given 
a nod for help or otherwise in the 
story. 

Credit as originator is attribut- 
ed to Hult by the State Journal 
with, “It was back in 1949 at a 
meeting in Kansas City of the 
Midwest Circulation Managers As- 
sociation that Hult rose and pro- 
posed that the association sponsor 
a move for issuance of a special 
stamp commemorating the Ameri- 
can newspaperboy. He urged that 
if there was a young American 
anywhere deserving of recogni- 
tion, it was the carrier—the ‘little 
merchant’, the kid who was learn- 
ing business methods, how to meet 
the people and to assume respon- 
sibility.” 

The article does mention that 
Kelleher, and the above-mentioned 
Stodghill, and J. J. Morrisey, busi- 
ness manager of the Dayton, Ohio 
Journal-Herald collaborated on the 
stamp design. 

Will this presently innocent dif- 
ference of opinion between New 
England and Mid-Western news- 
papers flare into a blazing inferno 
of sectional hatred and civil war? 
Will Rupert the rollicking news- 
boy reach the dynamite in time to 
krep the press room from being 
blown to kingdom come? Tune in 
tomorrow, same time, same sta- 
tion for the answers to these ulcer- 
making, world-shaking questions! 


Another Confederate veteran is 
no more according to a newspaper 
clipping sent by Fred Johnson of 
Washington, D.C. Gone to his 
reward is William W. Loudermilk 
of Jonesboro, Arkansas said to be 
the last surviving vet of that 
state. 

Loudermilk died at the age of 
104 on September 18 from a 
“‘minor brain hemorrhage.”

Up to 1938 this appears only 
on flat plates and preceding the 
upper right number. In 1938 it ap- 
peared before the upper left plate 
number on the 6c bi-colored air- 
mail issue.”’

Wonder how many of you know 
that the stamps sold at the Can- 
adian philatelic agency in Ottawa 
are hand perforated, whereas 
those sold at all the post offices 
are, Of course, machine perfor- 
ated? Sooner or later somebody 
will work out a means of differ- 
entiating between them and then 
they'll be listed both ways. In 
our own country, left-over Far- 
ley’s were gummed and perfor- 
ated and placed on regular sale in 
Washington. Super-specialists are 
still quarreling over means of 
identifying them. 


There seems to be general mis- 
understanding among American 
collectors respecting the British 
colonial stamps on sale in London 
and through a Washington office 
to lure in dollars at first hand, 
By no means all British colonials 
are thus available—only those of 
the lesser possessions represented 
by Crown Agents in the British 
capital.

It is indeed encouraging to see 
the reappearance of new higher 
bids on U. S. sheets developing, 
particularly when they are backed 
by quantity. Already in the past 
several weeks more issues have 
been picked up along with the 
items like Dare and Swedes which 
were established earlier this sum 
mer. 

You can add most of issues of 
the 1938 to 1940 pericd--Baseball, 
Constitution, Ratification, Panama 
Canal, lIowa, Inauguration, 13th 
Amendment, Wyoming, etc. to this 
group of increasingly popular is 
sues, 

One of the great differences be- 
tween today’s market and that of 
the past few years has been the 
demand for quantities of sheets at 
Bid level, and while it does not 
necessarily follow that all orders 
at Bid can be filled, this demand 
does result in a healthier market. 

As we go to press a new Bid 
of $8.00 for China. has been acknow- 
ledged and carried in the October 
9 bulletin. Again this Bid is backed 
by quantity and is another reflec- 
tion of a continually improving 
market. China has always been 
a good stamp and even when the 
market was at its worst, it was 
impossible to find any great quan- 
tities breaking loose. The Bid al 
ways hung around the $7.00 level 
and very little trading ever took 
place below the $7.75 mark, even 
for sheets in F-VF condition. 

The Plate Block in China has 
been a phenomenal thing, retailing 
today for over $3.00, which estab- 
lishes it as the best commemorative 
issue since the 10 cent Famous of 
1940. A good issue to watch. 

The Byrd Panes remaining pret- 
ty static all summer, which in it- 
self probably was what the boys 
in Wall St. would describe as a 
purely technical reaction resulting 
from a previous rapid upswing. At 
any rate, the Bid never dropped 
below the $12.00 per 10 level, and 
at present writing Bid has ad- 
vanced another dime to $13.00 per 
10, with some offered at the $15.00 
per 10 Ask. 

We believe the 1 cent and 3 cent 
Chicagos are due for more ad- 
vances shortly, and over in the 
Farley Department it is worth 
pointing out that the sheet of Sc. 
No. 771 has made the most rapid 
comeback of any issue in the past 
year. Any issue than can recover 
$40.00 in Bid value is destined to 
continue with the rising market 
unless someone is able to produce 
a great quantity and thereby honor 
the Bid to the extent of the quan- 
tity represented.

CORONATIONS. It is planned to 
issue a single coronation stamp for 
each of the colonies, to be releas- 
ed on coronation day, June 2, 1953. 
The design will be the same for 
all colonies and these stamps will 
remain on sale until the end of 
1953 unless stocks have been pre- 
viously exhausted. 

Th: design will consist of an ap- 
proved portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
in a. oval frame. Just above the 
portrait and as part of the frame, 
appears ‘Coronation’? and below 
portrait ‘‘2nd June 1953.”’ In each 
top corner will appear the value 
and in a panel at the bottom, the 
name of the colony. 


With certain exceptions, the value 
will represent the postage required 
on local inland letters and the col- 
or will be the same as the current 
stamp of the same value. The por- 
trait will be black on all stamps. 

The issuance of a single corona- 
tion stamp does not require the 
dominions to do likewise. In the 
case of the ‘‘Peace’’ issues when 
two low value stamps were issued 
for each colony, some of the domin- 
ions issued larger sets, topped by 
New Zealand with a set of 11 
stamps, four values of which were 
surcharged for Cook, Niue and 
Samoa. New Zealand has an 
nounced the issuance of a set of 
five stamps for the coronation. 

HONG KONG. Printing has been 
ordered for a new value of 40c and 
five existing values in changed col- 
ors. All will have a portrait of 
Queen Elizabeth. | 

Also ordered were 10c, 50c, $1.00, 
$2.00, $5.00 and $10.00. The only 
six stamps will 
be that they will bear a portrait 
of the Queen. 

BARBADOS. The recently issued 
centenary set of four stamps has 
been withdrawn from sale, and is 
now obsolete.

Industrial Medicine a 
3.80 cruzeiros stamp has been re- 
leased, featuring a map to the 
left, a hammer and caduceus: in 
the center, and a view of the bay 
at Rio de Janeiro with the Statue 
of Christ and Sugar Loaf mountain, 
to the right. 

COLOMBIA - Four stamps, all 
in blue and of a single design, 
have been issued, showing Colom- 
bian physicians: Ezequiel Urioceo- 
chea, Nicolas Osorio, Pompilio Mar- 
tinez and Jose ma.

ROBERT EDWARD LEE—born 
in Westmoreland County, Va. 
1807—died in 1872. He was grad- 
uate of West Point in 1829 and 
attained the rank of Colonel in 
the Mexican war; he led U. S. 
troops which put down the in- 
surrection at Harper’s Ferry in 
1859. In 1861 he was offered 
field command of the U. S. Army 
by Lincoln, but he refused, stat- 
ing that he could not participate 
in an invasion of his native state. 

He resigned immediately and 
was commissioned a General in 
the Confederate services. The his- 
tory of his entire campaign is the 
story of a military genius who 
pitted all —the strategy of his 
magnificent generalship against 
superior odds. He fought every 
inch of the way—through Buil 
Run, Antietam, Fredericksburg 
and Chancellorville, until with 
exhausted troops he finally sur- 
rendered at Appomattox Court- 
house April 9, 1865. He was gen- 
erally conceded to have been the 
greatest general of the Civil war. 

WASHINGTON and LEE UNI-

(Continued from page 1) 

















by Roger Bacon in the thirteenth 
century. It was declared by The 
Council of Trent (1546) to be the 
standard for the services of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

7. THE COPTIC VERSIONS.— 
These appeared in three dialectic 
forms, and constituted the Bible 
of the Coptic, or national church 
of Egypt. (Portions of the par- 
ables from a Coptic translation 
were mailed to this writer from 
Tanganyika in Africa, by Father 
John Schumann, a French resi- 
dent mission worker for the Cath- 
olic Church.) 

8 THE ETHIOPIC VERSIONS 
of the fourth century A. D. were 
prepared for the Ethiopic or 
Abyssinian Churches. (It is used 
in Haile Selassie’s domain today.) 

9. THE ARABIAN VERSION for 
Christian Arabs appeared after the 
death of Mohammed A. D. 623. 
10. THE GOTHIC VE “ION, com- 
pleted about 400 A. D. was chiefly 
the work of Ulfilas, Bishop of the 
Goths. He excluded the Book of 
Samuel and Kings, for fear of the 
effect they might have upon the 
warlike spirit of his people. This 
Version has the distinction of be- 
ing the oldest surviving literature 
in any Teutonic language. 

11. OTHER ANCIENT VERSIONS 
include the Armenian, the Georg- 
ian, and the Slavonic. 

12. EARLY ENGLISH VERSIONS 
—These include Wycliffe and Pur- 
vey’s Bible based on the Vulgate 
(14th century); Tyndale’s Bible 
based on the Greek and Hebrew 
manuscripts (16th century); Cover- 
dale’s Bible, the first complete 
English Bible to be printed (1535) 
the Geneva Bible (1560); and the 
Bishop’s Bible (1568). 

13. THE REIMS OR DOUAY 
VERSION is a Roman Catholic 
translation of the Vulgate. The 
New Testament was published at 
Reims (1582) and the Old Testa- 
ment at Douay (1609-10). 

14. THE AUTHOR'ZED OR KING 
JAMES VERSION.—This_ classic 
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production, proposed by King 
James I of England in 1604 and 
published in 1611 is a thoroughgo- 
in, revision based on the Bishop’s 
Bible. 

15. THE REVISED VERSION.— 
Late in the 19th century, need was 
felt for a revision of the Author- 
ized Version. Since 1611 many 
English words had become obso- 
lete, but more significantly there 
had been discovered numerous 
Biblical manuscripts older and 
superior to those previously used. 
The revision was begun in 1870. 
Two comranies of American schol 
ars cooperated. The New Testa- 
ment was published in 1881, the 
Old Testament in 1885. 

16. THE AMERICAN STANDARD 
VERSION OF THE REVISED 
VERSION.—The Revised Version 
of 1881 and 1885 was re-edited to in- 
corporate the readings recom- 
menc * by the advisory committee. 
It was published in 1901. 

17. RECENT VERNACULAR 
TRANSLATIONS—Since about 
1900 several popular translations 
have appeared. Weymounth, Mof- 
fatt and Goodspeed are a few 
Biblical scholars whose names are 
associated with their production. 


(This writer wishes to recom- 
mend the Moffatt Translation). 
18. THE HOLY SCRIPTURES 
according to the Massoretic Text, 
is a new translation, that is an 
English version of the Old Testa- 
ment prepared by Jewish scholars 
for Jews and published in 1916. 
19. THE LUTHERAN BIBLE.— 
Translated by Martin Luther (work 
begun in 1521). This is the most 
popular German Bible. 

20. “THE REVISED STANDARD 
VERSION OF THE BIBLE”.— 
This is the name of the version 
\.hich was placed on sale for the 
first time, September 30. 1952. 
Thirty-two scholars had worked on 
it for 15 years. It is the biggest 
event in the Protestant world since 
1611 when the King James Ver- 
sion appeared. 

A simple of the streamlining 
in the new book is the phrase— 
“Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof’’. It has been changed 
to a simpler form—‘‘Let the day’s 
own trouble be sufficient for the 
day.” It is hoped that with the 
help of modern simple language 
more people will find greater un- 
derstanding of many confusing 
passages.
